HAVANA (UPI)—Red China’s 
Premier Chou En-lai as well as 
‘Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev has “agreed in principle” 
to visit Cuba thie year, it was 
reported Saturday. 

Informed sources said Chou 
accepted an invitation offered 
by iiiam Galvez Rodriguez, 
Inspector General of the Cuban 
Army, during a recent visit to 
Peiping. 

Galvez originally asked Com- 
munist Boss Mao Tse-tung to 
visit Cuba, but he was said to 
have turned down the invitation 
because of his advanced age. 

The report of a possible visit 
by Chou came on the heels of 


Khrushchev will pay a visit to 
this country on a date not yet 
set. 

Diplomatic observers said the 
Soviet Premier probably will 
not make final plans until he 
finds out whether he can line up 
invitations from other Latin 
American nations for an extend- 
ed tour south of the border.

To the etartied Free World, 
the book has been hailed as 
something of an anti-Commu- 
nist manifesto. On the other 
hand, in the Kremlin as well 
as in the Soviet Writers’ Union, 
it was denounced as a classic 
sample of “heresy,” as utterly 
“alien” to Soviet life, as per- 
meated with “anti-Russian spir- 
it.” And the author, like a 
“lonely hero in a 
world,” was to be downgraded 
in his own Soviet wi:ters’ 
group with such ignominous 
epitheta as a “swine which 
fouls ites own trough.” 


Regretted Fuss 

Pasternak in his life was 
himself hard put affirming he 
did not write Zhivago as a po- 
litical tract and probably right- 
ly so, since he had acquired 
some repute for his disinterest- 
edness in getting involved in 
ideqlogical squabbies, In an in- 
terview with a German news 
correspondent, Gerd Ruge, in 
1959 in the midst of the raging 
storm in Moscow triggered by 
the first publication of the nov- 
el in 19658 in Italy and its sub 
sequent choice for the Novel 
Prize Award, Pasternak con- 
fided “I regret all the fuss that 
has been made over it (Doctor 
Zhivago): Everybody is writ- 
ing about it. But.who hae ac- 
tually read the book? What do 
they quote from it? Always the 
game three pages from a book 
of 700 pages.” 

Pasternak was kindred to 
another lonely spirit now still 
alive and languishing in Mitro- 
vica prison, Yugosiavia—the 
great Montenegrin, Milovan Dji- 
las, Tito’s long-time partner and 
former vice president of Yugo- 
slavia. In his evocative second 
hook, Land Without Justice, 
Dijilas writes his ultimate here- 
tical line: “The revolution gave 
me everything except what I 
have ideologically expected 
from it.” 4 

True Russian 

But while Zhivago is deemed 
important as a massive politi- 
cal testament of a man who 
climbed the pinnacle of disil- 
lusionment with the dialectic- 
materialist society, it is no less 
significant in its rich cultural 
legacy. Somehow in the ex- 
traordinary insights and lyrical 
feelings evoked by the volume, 

catches a faint glimpse of 
the authentic Russian spirit 
symbolized by Tolstoy and 
Dostoievsky, Chekov, Pushkin 
and Gogol, Gorky and Lermon 
to, even of such fervent but 
doubt-ridden Communists, Yse- 
nin and Mayakovsky, who both 
committed suicide in the early 
"308. 


It is quite probable the spirit 
of “the other Russia” kept alive 
by Pasternak throughout the 40 
years of the Communists’ tron 
grip of his beloved land is 
still very much alive. Since 
the thaw of 1956 immediately 
after the 20th Party Con- 
gress when Khrushchev demol- 
ished Stalin’s personality cult, 
refreshing new voices have 
emanated from Russia echo- 
ing heretical views at vari- 
ance with Zhdanov’s “socialist 
realist” pattern with its monot- 
onous bill of fare studded with 
“positive heroes” and garnished 
with sweet, happy ending. 


Yearn for Affinity 

There was Viadimir Dudint- 
sey’s provocative novel, Not by 
Bread Alone, a story written in 
the romantic, “bourgeoise” tra- 
dition published in the first 
year of the thaw (1956) which 
caused consternation in the 
Russian writers’ circle 
which the author later on suf- 
fered the ignominy of publicly 
recanting his literary heresy. 
From the younger crop of con- 
temporary Russian belles let- 
‘tres new voices like Pinyak, 
Zamyatin, and an anonymeus 
Moscow writer, Adram 
Tertz have also emerged vib- 
rant with messages that yearn 
for affinity with the West. For 
as Dostolevaky said, “I am con- 
vinced that the heart of Rus- 
sia, more than any other coun- 
try, is dedicated to the world- 
wide unity of mankind.” 

Pasternak’s memory will live 
on in mankind as a true apostle 
of what J. B. Priestly passionate- 
ly espoused in last year’s Mel- 
bourne peace congress, namely, 
“Freedom for every true artist 
to express and communicate his 
vision. of life. . . its delights 
and complexities.”

ly days by farm- 3 
ers of three vill- Bim 
ages in the area. 
Each year a rson to take 
charge of the planting is select- 
ed by drawing lots from among 
the farmers. 

Formerly each household had 
to send one man and one wom- 
an for the planting, but now 
about 30 women and some men 
undertake the work. 

The planting starts in the 
morning of the day selected in 
late May. When the work is 
almost finished, the saotome or 
women planters have a recess. 
Sitting along the field, they 
drink the holy sake of the 
shrine. Then they change their 
gay costumes to plainer ones 
and go back to the ricefields to 


finish the planting. 
Soon the women to 
— and jostie one another. 
en they grab each other and 


wrestle. Some are thrown 
down in the muddy field. The 
free wrestling, with laughter 
and shouts, continues almost 
half an hour. When it ends, 
the women are covered all over 
with mud but laughing happily. 

When all is over, each wom- 
an planter takes home one rice- 
plant. But on the wa), home, 
if they meet any men they 
wipe the mud off their bodies 
and throw it at them. Mothers 
who have weak children often 
make the Women smear some 
mud on such children, so that 
they will grow up strong. 

The mud-covered women 
wash off the mud in a river near- 
by. At home they clean them- 
selves and put on dry clothes. 
They then go to the house of 
the one who is in charge of the 
rite where all the villagers have 
already gathered. 

There the whole . villagers 
have a feast and dance and 
sing all through the night.

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Red China May Stir Trouble for Ike

Communist China may be re- 
serving some unpleasant sur 
prises for President Eisenhower 
during his forthcoming tour of 
Asia. 

At a signal from Mao Tse- 
tung, Red China's big guns 
could bellow in a new offensive 
against the Nationalist-held off- 
shore islands during his visit to 


or 

is arrival in South Korea, 
three days before the 10th ar- 
niversary of the Korean war, 
could touch off a show of bellig- 
erency from the Communist 
North. Communist agents may 


~ geek to stir up trouble in Seoul 


itself. 

And the Chinese are doing 
their vitriolic worst to envenom 
relations between the United 
States and Japan. It would not 
displease them if their efforts 
helped provoke a violent out- 
burst against the President 
during his four-day visit here. 

So far, the Chinese regime 
has remained silent on 
Eisenhower's projected tour. 
But it would suit Mao’s book to 
embarrass the man his propa- 
gandists have denounced asa 
robber, gangster and hypo 
crite. 

The Communists would be 
sure to blame Eisenhower for 
any violence they whip up. It 
would be, they would say, evi- 
dence of the indignation of the 
masses against American imperi- 
alism. 

The Communist guns facing 
Quemoy Island off the China 
mainiand have been relatively 
quiet over the past year. But 
Nationalist military leaders fore- 
see the possibility of an at- 
tempted invasion of the little, 
heavily-fortified island or a re- 
newed bombardment in June. 

Eisenhower's firm support for 
Chiang Kai-shek’s soldiers there 
forced the Communists to pull 
in their horns after a 44day 
artillery attack in iate 1958. 
Since then, the American Chief 
Executive has made it plain 
that his attitude toward de- 
fense of these islands has 
hardened rather than weakened. 

Eisenhower also was inti- 
mately involved in the Korean 
situation. As a candidate for 
President he pledged to bring 
hostilities to an end after a 
dramatic visit to Seoul. 

The Chinese Communist press 
and propaganda broadcasts gave 
extensive play to the threat of 
Soviet Defense Minister 
Rodion Malinovsky to strike at 
bases from which any plane 
takes off to violate the air space 
of Russia or other Communist 
countries. 

This warning was aimed 
almost directly at Japan. 

At the same time, the June 1 
issue of Red Fiag, the theoreti- 
cal magazine which reflects the 
official munist line, declared 
that the US-Japan Security 
Treaty “is spearheaded not only 
against China, the Soviet Union, 
Korea and Vietnam, but also 
against many other countries in
